CREW HAD NARROW ESCAPE. 


Were Rescued From the ‘‘Greenland” 
dust as She Foundered. 

St. John’s, Nfid., April 1.—The seal- 
ing steamer Greenland, which became 
disabled on the sealing grounds early 
this week has sunk, All the members 
of her crew were rescued by the steam- 
ers Newfoundland and Erik. 

The news of the loss of the Green- 
land was brought here Friday by the 
sealing steamer Algerine, which put 
in here from the sealing grounds with 
a broken rodder. 

The Greenland was abandoned on 
Tuesday. The gale which accompan- 
ied the severe blizzard of last Tues- 
day and the two following days, re- 
peatedly drove her with terrific force 
against ice floes, with which she was 
surrounded. 

Qn Monday an attempt was made 
to give the vessel steerage way in a 
sheet of open water, but the sails 
were blown away and the craft again 
became helpless. The gale dashed the 
broken propeller and shaft against 
the hull and forced open the stern, 
through which the water made its way 
to the hold. 

The men kept the pumps working 
steadily, but could not free the hold. 


| The decks had been crushed by the 


heavy pack ice and the crew saw that 
the steamer could not be kept afloat 
long. 

On Tuesday more ice was encoun- 
tered, and it was decided to abandon 
the Greenland and go on the ice floes. 
The boats which had escape damage 
were provisioned and the crew was 
about to leave the yessel when the 
sealing steamer Newioundland was 
sighted. 

The Newfoundland bore down upon 
the sinking steamer and took off the 
men. The Greenland foundered short- 
ly after the rescue.

Montreal Journal Utters Note of 
Warning to Mother Country. 
Montreal. April 1—Referring to The 
Londen Globe’s remark that the ar- 
tival of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in the 
middle of the intercolonial conference 
would be an insult to the mother coun- 
try and to the other countries, and 
that such conduct would show that 
Canada might find a better qualified 

premier, The Presse says: 

“What would those English cock- 
meys say if we were to retort in some- 
what the following terms: ‘Lf he mo- 
ther country has no more considera- 
tion for the political struggles and 
the working of parties which the con- 
stitutional system authorizes in Oan- 
ada, os well as in England, Canada 
will see to have an ungrateful and 
unjust mother replaced by something 
more rational.” 

“All the people in Canada, English 
as well og French, are far from hold- 
ing such a view, but by dint of fool- 
ish things the London politician will 
finally lead us towards it. Those gen- 
flemen should learn once for all that 
Canada is not their property, but ours, 
and that Sir Wilfrid Laurier estab- 
lished that point with great eloquence 
and clearness before the House last 
night. Canada never asked for a con- 
ference, but ceded to imperial beset- 
ting, of which it was the cause. On 
that point we are in no way indebted 
to the other colonies, who refused to 
accept the representations of Canada 
for another date, although we love and 
respect them as sisters in every way.

BITLIS IS SHAKEN} 


Turkish Armenia Visited By a 
Severe Earthquake. 


MUCH DAMAGE 


IS FEARED 


Inhabitants Been Rendered 


Homeless—Obliged to Encamp In 

Snow—Dreadful WHardships—Loss 

of Life Not Yet Fully Known— 
Town Is Densely Populated, 
But Not Many Europeons. 


Constantinople, April 2.—The report 
that a severe earthquake, accom- 
panied by logs of life, has occurred 
at Bitlis appears to be confirmed, but 
the number of deaths is unknown. Be- 
yond a brief message from the mis- 
‘sionaries at Bitlis reporting that the 
‘town is badly damaged, that they are 
homeless and that their people are en- 
‘camped in the snow, which in places 
is 25 feet deep, no news of the disaster 
has reached this city. 

London, April 2.—The situation of 
Bitlis, which is built on a rocky slope, 
with houses constructed of stone, hay- 
ing flat, earthen roofs, caused people 
here to fear that a great amount of 
damage has been done, It is described | 
as a picturesque, densely populated 
town, having but few Europeans 
among the population. A British Vice- 
consul is stationed there, but at pres- 
ent he is absent on leave. Instruc- 
tions have already been sent to the 
local authorities to afford relief to the 
inhabitants, but there is no doubt 
that outside help is needed.

Montreal, April 2—‘The new ar- 
rangements for provincial subsidies 
do not lessen the dissatisfaction in 
Edward Island,” declared

“The Domsnion Government,” said 
Mr. Martin, ‘“‘refuses to abide by its 
contract of union with Prince Edward 
respect to continuous 
communication. 

“On the other hand, the Dominion, 
under the provision of the act of 1873, 
which admitted Prince Edward Island 
into the union, exacts ita pound of 
flesh from the province. 

“Previous to the union the province 
built 200 miles of railway at the cost 
of $3,250,000. Canada was made a 
present of this road and the small 
Province of Prince Edward Island is 
taxed with interest at 5 per cent. on 
the cost of construction, and that 
every year since 1873. 

“This interest is $147,000 a year—a 
great drain on the province. pro- 
vince claims that, not only should the 
interest cease, but that Canada should 
refund all that has been paid under.

FIGHT WITH REBELS 


Women Take Up Arms and Join 
Husbands Against Troops. 


STAND CAVALRY CHARGES 


Hand to Hand Fighting Between Peas- 
ants and Soldiers—Troops Beaten 
by Men With Scythes and Forks— 
Grape Shot and Shells Succeed— 
Many Riot Leaders Arrested— 
r Whole Villages Were Razed. 


Bucharest, April 1—Field guns 
loaded with grape shot, according to 
the official reports, are winning 
against the revolutionary peasantry, 
whose arms are mostly hay forks and 
scythe blades. 

The insurgents were able to hold 
their own against the troops at close 
quarters and eyen withstood cavalry 
charges, doing terrible execution with 
long pronged forks and scythe blades 
strapped to long poles, but the slaugh- 
ter since the troops used artillery ap- 
pears to be terrifying them into “su b- 
mission. 

In the district of Vlashiea, where 
fhe outbreak was particularly ser- 
ious, large numbers of insurgents have 
surrendered and have denounced their 
leaders to the authorities with the 
result that many of the lattter haye 
been arrested. The Government hopes 
that with the leaders in jail the un- 
disciplined bands will soon abandon 
the field.

Numbers of women are fighting in 
the insurgent ranks, and many of 
them haye been found among the 
killed, side by side with their hus- 
bands, sons and brothers.

Here we were north of ‘the 
watershed, or what is commonly, 
cilled the Height of Land, which di- 
vides the waters flowing south from 
‘those which meander north in Arc- 
tic se: | ik ‘ 

Our canoes were unfortunalely car- 
tied a etation further west and we 
had to await theic return. When 
tthey arrived we found ‘that a zeneral 
‘Gverhauling and re-paintiong was abe 
Wolutely necessary ‘before we could! 
venture out in them. It was there- 
fore not until the morning of Tucs- 
Way, the twelfth of June that camp 
was etruck and a atart made, Wa 
‘toad 4 clear and uninterrupted can 
of filleen miles down Chapleau una 
Wendirson Lakes. Two shir * ict 
izes look us into Edith Take, a Jove- 
ly shevt of water stretching north: 
ward: IT know mot how far, 1s one 
‘nile of its southera end was the 
dimit of this troute. 

We returned to within a couple of 
j of Chapleau, ‘then tured east 
ent two miles more up a crook- 
ed bay with a portaze of one mile in- 
fto Loon Lake. The Lonely River 
thas its own source here rising in a 
deep bay alt the north end. Loon 
Lake is a magnificent sheet of deep 
pellucid water, with many stretches 
of shallow walter and hard sand bot- 
ttom along its rock bound shores. Ib 
is fully six miles long from north 
to sowth, terminating in al narrow 
point, if such a term, is permissable 
when applied to water. ‘There are 
fevdral jamall and one larze rocky 
island near the north end. 
‘ Paddling for two miles up another 
bay opposite the cast end of the Jar- 
zest icland, we wont, with short 
portazes between, across Eme rald, Lia 
Blanc and West Lakes,

Loon 
River enters a Ghort distance oust 

e end of the portaze, and by 
aking this short carry one avoids 

several miles of yery rouzh stream. 

our steps for three miles 
we packed cast one mile into: Nemi- 
qosanda River whioh dischanzes inito 

Trout Lake, one mile morth of Loon 
ftiver. It is albowt equal in volume 
‘of water to Loon River, is very tor 

(tuous, and flows throught aj wide and 
very Wet marsh. During the hot 

summer months it is a very great 

moose haunit. 

Prom this stream we returned by 
the same jroute as that which we 
came in Loon Lake, and from an- 
other point on its east shore made 
am excursion of some Six or stven 
miels of another network of small 
lakes which unite tozether to jzive 
ithe Nemiosainada a start, We re- 
turned again to Loon Lake and a 
few days oni its shores ended ‘our 
work intthat section of the country. 
Accordingly we made our oay to 
Chaplean, arriving ithere on Mon- 
day, ithe minth of July, having Seen 
gone just four weeks, 

The lakes through which we made 
our way are one and alll beautiful 
with well wooded shores, and nearly 
everyone stocked with luscious and 
igamey fish. All ithe time we had 
good water and the air was calub- 
and heal(hful, We found 
many fine «and convenient) spots 
where both wife and bairnas could be 
taken for a summer's outing with- 
out either danger or difficulty, and 
where capital summer homes might 
be erceted, 

Next day we took train aud jour 
meyed east by the Canadian Pacitic 
Railway to Maltajzami Siding, At this 
point all goods destined for the Hud- 


azomi River fre trinshipped, aud 
from here they are tramsported ‘by 
means of canoe and tump fine to 
their destination, some seventy 
north as ‘the crow flies. At 
ami Siding we v ain 301 
the lfeight of Lund, which is «bout 
half way between that pent and the 
Post. As ‘the way lo our next field 
of operations was by the Mitizim 
Post, we were bound to 

FOLLOW THE SAME ROUTE. 

At the Sidinz we found the sup- 
plies on which we were to subsist for 
the reat three moaths awaiting us. 
Here also we had to bid |zood-bye to 
civilization with not a chance for ev- 
en a Lome letter for that lenzth of 
time. neu 

The following ma:ninzg we loaded 
up and jlaunched our catoes on 4 
small treok which, aftera serpentins 
coirse of three miles thorough a 
marsh, dischanged into a bay of the 
Spanish River We lound ibat when 
all 3ocds were shipped and two men 
in each camoe, the space buiwenn the 
yvater and the gunwale was oo nar 
row as to leave no room for foolinz. 
at lerst im deep water or even with 
a moderate wind, Our course now 


muics: 


was vp the Spamish River. By mid- 
day we made the second porluse. and 
a little before sundown we reached 


ithe fourth, which is named the dam. 

The route next day was alonz nar- 
row lakes alltarnating iwith short 
stretches of river. Here some fine 
mountain scenery can be seen, but 
unfortunately the Lied forces of the 
lumbermamn’s axe, and the fire fiend 
have marred {much of itg beauty. 
Where only a fow years uzo towered 
the majestic virzin forest there can 
now be seen many lanze ares of 
naked rocke and hills of yellow sand, 
clothed only with a few berry busb- 
es and blackened stumps. Here and 
there ulgpg the shorey dilapidated 
lumber camps bear testimony to the 
fact that the forests in this section 
of the country are exhausted. and 
except whon broken by the hoot of 
the owl or the

silence will haye undisputed sway for 
decades to come. The last threo 
miles of this branch off the Spanish 
River flows throuzh a dense swamp. 
The river is marrow and the bends 
are so numerous and sharp that it 
is only by ithe exercise of izreat care 
that the camoes can be worked aar- 
ound some of them. nally, on 
rounding one, we espied a beaten 
trail leading up u hil a short dis- 
tance to the right, and turnins oul 
of ‘the stream into a small miansh, 
we pushed our way to the landing, 
There were only itwo small lakelets 
between us and ithe Weizht of land 
—Perch Like and Blue Lake with a 
short carry between them. Op the 
west shore of Biue Like, and at a 
distance of only a few chains from 
the one we were on, anather portaze 
startled off. This is the trail to Bis- 
cotasing Station on the Cinadian Pa- 
cific Railway, and is a few miles lor- 
ger ithain ithe one Iby whioh we came 
from ithe railway tine. 

We now hid a one mile carry over 


a (zood trail lo Dividing Lake on the 
Mutaigami River. ‘This is the only 
Southerly point jreached by that 


magnificent chain of waters, 
Pollowing the course of this fake 
for one mile we turned to the right

A a distamce of half a mile; from 
ithe Post, om rounding a bend of the 
river, we found ow yes in anoth- 
er lake, and sew the Post inwmlinze 
green field. Not far from the Com- 
pany's buildings there were a dozen

He had travell- 
ed over anuiy of the backwoods of 
Canada and aiso crossed the Rozkiss, 
being one of the party with 
George Simpson when they we 
reduced for food that they bad co cut 
Ulere Loses and resort to other ex- 
tiumities. He mieunders aroun! tlic 
vost leaning upon two stout slaves- 

We left the Fost on friday, the 
twentieth of July. What, nowever, 
wit broken weather and mishaps io 
eanoues, altnough we had onty two 
portages to make, it was not until 
the following Tuesday. forenoon that 
We reached the base line, filly 
miles from the Jost. This tine is 
the porthern boundary of the Tema- 
gami Reserve, and fur several days 
We had been traversing its weslera 
boundary. 

The Matagami [iver from the Post 
is a large deep stream with a wilth 
ranging from three to five chains. 
its waters are a dark chocolate color, 
and expand occasionally into lens 
narrow lakes, 

Three miles further down we tound 
tlt: portage between the Malagaimi 
and the Irederick Mouse chain of 
waters. As our programme arrang- 
ed for our crossing at this pomt we 
cached our canoe and the major part 
of the supplies, while we proceeded 
on down stream for another thirty 
miles to Sturgeon Falls. Before we 
reached that point we had four port- 
ages to cross and one rather ty 
rapid to yun. Sturgeon Walls a 
magnificent cataract of full thirty 
fect in a distance of four or five 
chains, It must be a grand sight

At noon on Wriday, August 


the 


thad, we were back at our cache. 
A thoroughly wet afternoon und 
night followed, and we disturbed 


nothing till the nexl morning. hat 
day we had a visit from a coupia of 
courteous gentlemen who had vome 
from Massachusetts to spend a yasa- 
tion in the northern woods. Both 
parties were glad to exchange rreet- 
ivgs. and we compared notes to our 
mutual advantage. 

There was now an eight miie port- 
age ahead of us. This long earry 
wat broken by three small jakes and 
some three quarters of a mile of a 
creek, which reduced the actual pack- 
ing by at least two miles. A{ the 
end of this long carry we dipped 
our paddles in Woreupine Lake, a 
sheet of water stretching {to the 
northeast one and a half miles and 
discharging its waters into a larse 
brook called the Porcupine TW 
The distance in an air line between 
Poreupine and Night Hawk Lakes is 
only a trifle Over seven miles, but 
by this stream, which is one of the 
feeders of the Night Hawk, ib is 


twenty-five. The route suited m= 
very well, as the stream flows 
through seyeril townships [f hid 


come so far to inspect. The Porcu- 
pine is a fi canoe stream, almost 
devoid of either swift water or 
rapids, ani only obstructed for a 
few miles by fullen timber, which is 
only troublesome at a low stage of 
the water,

ever compensated or too finely ad- 
jJusted to overcome the friction of 
the ‘bearing. ;(M[his coadition is 
called “creeping.” 

The shaft or armature of the mo 
tor or meter connects with the geir- 
ing on the back of the meter dials. 
To regulate its speed, maznets 
are provided, but “a slizht chanze 
in their strength, due to wzeing, an 
overload of the meter or a short cir- 
ouit, will cause a chamze in their 
strength and a considerable chanze 
in the accuracy of the meter.” We 
ened magnets, we are informed by 
the technical jourmal, are respon- 
sible for a lange number of fast me- 
ters, and show a consideraole  in- 
crease in the monthly bill without 
yalue reecived.

Government Will Carry It For 


Further Six Months. 


THE CHILD LABOR PROBLEM 


} Municipal Debentures — Particulars 
Must Be Given In Notice of Bills— 
Amend Ontario Insurance Act to 

Keep Policies In Force—Arrears 
of School Taxes—House Ad- 
journs For Easter Vacation. 


Toronto, March 28—On motion of 
the Premier the Legislature, after the 
transaction of considerable business, 
mostly routine, adjourned until Wed- 
nesday, April 3. ‘The short vacation 
will be most welcome to members on 
both sides of the House, who have 
found the work in the committees, to 
say nothing of that in the Chamber, 
during the last few weoks exception- 
ally trying. It will also enable the 
members of the Government to devote 
some time to the consideration of 
several measures which have been 
standing for that purpose. The de- 
partmental offices at the buildings 
will ba closed until Tuesday morming. 

Hon. Mr. Matheson, replying to Mr. 
Graham, said the supplementary esti- 
mates would be down next week, and 
that the proof of the annual report 
of the Temiskaming & Northern On- 
tario Railway Commission had gone 
back to the printers, and the report 
would be out shortly. 

Soo Loan Guarantee Extended. 


Hon. Mr. Matheson announced that 
the Government have consented to a 
renewal for six months from April 1 
next of the guarantee of the outstand- 


ing $1,000,000 of the “Soo loan,” as it | 


is popularly called. The guarantee 
given by the former Administration 
on behalf of the great industries of 
the Lake Superior Corporation at the 
Soo was for $2,000,000. On May 1, 
1906, the Government were relieved of 
$1,000,000 of the guarantee, and for 
the balance the Government agreed 
to a renewal until Nov. 1. In Octo-

Child Labor. 

The report of the Legislature’s spe- 
cial committee on child labor was pre- 
sented to the House by Hon. Mr. 
Monteith, chairman of the commit- 
tee. It will be remembered that the 
committee was appointed as the re- 
sult of a motion in respect to child 
labor brought before the House by 
Mr. T. H. Preston (Brant). The com- 
mittee held a number of meetings at 
which the evidence of factory inspec- 
tors, police and educational officials 
and medical practitioners was taken 
at some length. When the report was 
laid on the table yesterday Mr. Pres- 
ton briefly drew attention to some as- 
tonshing facts brought out during the 
inquiry in respect to the truancy law, 
which seemed to call for the strength- 
ening of that law. There was an en- 
rollment of 397,000 school children in 
the Province, but the attendance aver- 
aged 58 per cent. of the 250 cities, 
towns and incorporated villages upon 
whom it was obligatory to appoint 
truancy officers and make truancy re- 
turns only 75 had sent in sach re- 
ports, and there were no reports from 
rural municipalities at all. The con- 
solidated school at Guelph had an 
average attendance of 90 per cent. 

Keep Life Policies In Force. 

Mr. Dunlop moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to amend the Ontario 
insurance act. The act, he explained, 
Provided that in case a premium is 
not paid when due, the company shall 
borrow from the cash surrender value 
of the policy to keep it in force. At 
present the law allows an extension 
of thirty days in which time the pre- 
mium may be paid. The proposed 
measure would go considerably far- 
ther. It proposes that if the uapsd 
premiums were less than the loan 
value of the policy the latter should 
not lapse. 

Mr. Graham complimented Mr. Dun- 
lop on his grasp of the insurance sit- 
uation, and desired to know if the 
bill would have a tendency to in- 


crease the rates. Fraternal societies | 


made much of their profits through 
lapses. 

The bill was referred to the Legal 
Committee. 

Mr. Mahaffy moved the second read- 
ing of his bill to amend the public 
schools act.

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RUTHLESS CRUELTIES. 


Revolting Cruelties By Peasants 
the Balkans. 

Bucharest, Roumania, March 28.— 
The measures proposed by the Goy- 
ernment to meet the demands of the 
reyolted peasantry, and end the civil 
war, which is devastating Moldava 
and Wallachi, were announced in 
yesterday’s issue of the official Ga- 
zelte, in the shape of o proclamation 
issued in the name of King Charles. 
The royal proclamation appeals for 
the patriotic co-operation of the peo- 
ple to secure the re-establishment of 
tranquility, and announces that the 
Sovereign has agreed to the immediate 
suppression of some of the heavy 
taxes, while herenfter the farm lands 
will be cultivated by the State, or 
leased direct to the peasants. Not one 
of the larger syndicates hitherto en- 
gaged in farming vast tracts of land 
will be allowed to hold more than 
8,000 acres. 

Burned Their Victims. 

Forty peasants were lalled March 
25 in a hard fight, with troops in the 
Mozazi district. The insurgents in 
that section cut to pieces and burned 
some of their victims. 

A stubborn encounter occurred 
Tuesday at a point on the Guigeyo 
read, about 60 miles from Bucharest, 
where 4,000 insurgents met a strong 
detachment of troops. The latter at- 
tacked the reyolted peasants with 
cavalry, as well as infantry, but the 
military commander ultimately was 
obliged to use artillery before he was 
able to foree the peasants to retreat. 

Hacked to Pieces. 

London, March 28.—A special de- 
spatch from Sofia, Bulgaria, says that, 
according to some of the Roumanian 
refugees who have arrived on’ the 
Bulgarian side of the Danube, the in- 
surgent peasantry has been guilty of 
the same ruthless cruelties which 
usually mark thg feuds in the Balk- 
ans. Many of the landlord class have 
been burned to death, after their 
bodies and limbs had first been rolled 
in thick twists of hay or straw. Even 
children, the refugees add, have been 
hacked to death by the revolted 
peasants.

jects. It is assumed here officially 
that France will fully observe her ar- 
rangements entered in at Algeciras.

Any modification of that 
attitude will depend on the develop- 
ment of the French plans. 
Sultan Expected to Yield. 
Paris, March 28.—The Sultan of 
Morocco is expected to yield promptly 
to all the claims formulated by ihe 
commander of the French armored 
erniser Jeanne D’Arc, now at Tan- 
gier, as soon as he is convinced that 
the French attitude is inflexible and 
that France has the unanimous sup- 
port of the powers.

Criticized as a Waste of Public Money 
—Each Voyage Costs $17,305. 

London, March 28.—The House of | 
Commons, by a large majority yester- 
day, ratified the contract with the 
Canadian Pacifie for the conveyance 
of mails between Liverpool and Hong 
Kong. 

Harold Cox, Liberal, and other 
members, severely criticized the con- 
tract as a great waste of public mon- 
ey, each voyage costing $17,305. They 
declared that the result of the con- 
tract was simply to provide the Amer- 
ican rivals of British merchants with 
easier access to the far eastern mar- 
kets.

Montreal, March 28.—A. Rousseau, 
nineteen years of age, whose home 
was at Isle Perrot, was killed yester- 
day at Vaudreuil Station by being run 
over by the International Limited. 
Rousseau tried to run across the 
tracks in front of the train, but mis- 
calculated the speed. He was caught 
on the centre of the track and thrown 
60 feet. He struck against a board 
fence, and when picked up and car- 
tied to the platform it was found that 
nearly every bone in his body had 
been fractured. He was also badly cut 
and mangled.

, WILL GO AFTER ALL 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier to Attend 
Colonial Conference. 


TOPICS TO BE DISCUSSED 


Mr. Bryce, U. S. Ambassador, In the 
House—Premier Says Canada Is 
Now Satisfied—Question of Trade 

Relations—Dominion Will Not 
Be Drawn Into European 
Militarism. 


Ottawa, March 23.—Before adjourn- 
ing for the Easter holidays the House 
got through a good afternoon’s work 
yesterday. All doubts as to his depart- 
ure for London were removed by the 
Prime Minister, who stated that he 
had decided to meet the wishes of the 
Honse and attend the Colonial Confer- 
ence. This announcement came at the 
end of a speech delivered in reply to 
the leader of the Opposition, who had 
invited Sir Wilfrid to define the posi- 
tion he would take up in regard to 
various matters coming before the 
conference. Mr.: Borden criticized the 
Government for not having advanced 
any proposals for discussion at the 
conference, and made a slashing at- 
tack on Mr. Lloyd George for his ref- 
erence to the “protectionist rump” 
ia Oanada. By a curious coincidence 
Mr. Bryce, Ambassador to the United 
States, entered the House in the mid- 
dle of Mr. Borden’s slating of his 
former colleague. Accommodated with 
a seat to the right of the Speaker, he 
followed the debate with close imter- 
est until the finish. 

Canada Is Satisfied. 

Sir Wilfrid in his Treply pomted out 
that Canada was satisfied with her 
present lot, and that the Government 
would better perform their task by re- 
ceiving suggestions rather than by 
making them. He expressed himself 
as opposed to the creation of an Im- 
perial Council, commented on ihe 
happy relation which at present exist- 
ed between the Government and the 
Colonial Office, and thought that if 
new ideas were to be acted upon the 
initiative should come from the re- 
spective Governments which compos- 
ed the empire. With regard to the 
question of trade relations they had 
nothing new to offer. They had stated 
that if it suited the mother country 
t> reciprocate the preference that had 
been extended to her products they 
would be prepared to go a step far- 
ther, and it was for the British peo- 
ple to make up their minds upon that 
policy. 

Cannot Be Improved. 

Dealing with the question of Im- 
perial defence, Sir Wilfrid said he 
did not believe that the relations 
which existed at the present time 
could be improved, and he adhered to 
the view he expressed five years ago, 
that for no consideration would Can- 
ada be drawn into the vortex of Euro- 
pean militarism. With regardsto the 
cattle embargo, he promised to con- 
tinue the efforts which had been made 
ta obtain the removal of a restriction 
which they considered to be unjust. 
When the House resumes efter the 
holidays morning sessions will be in- 
stituted, with a view of facilitating the 
business, and on Wednesday Mr. 
Bourassa intends to call Mr. Fowler 
to account. 

Mr. Beddoe’s Refusal. 

Mr. Monk moved that the refusal of 
Mr. ©. H. Beddoe, accountant of the 
Department of the Interior, to answer 
when before the Agricultural Commit- 
tee certain questions as to the North | 
Atlantic Trading Company should be 
considered as a matter of privilege on 
Thursday of next week, and that Mr. 
Beddoe be called to the bar of the 
House. The motion was agreed to. 

The Minister of the Interidr intro- 
duced a bill to amend the immigra- 
tion act to provide for dealing with 
stowaways and a due form for the 
deportation of criminals. The bill was 
read a first time. 

Mr. Fowler's Chance. 

Mr. Bourassa said he would like to 
give notice that on Thursday of next. 
week he shonld, on a question of 
privilege, bring before the House the 
accusations made by the member for 
King’s, N. B., and move a substan- 
tive motion in order to invite the 
member for King’s to substantiate his 
accusation or withdraw them. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said if it were 
equally convenient he would like the 
matter to be brought upon Wednes- 
day next. 

Mr. Bourassa had no objection, ex- 
cept that he wished the matter to go 
to a vote. and as Wednesday was a 
short sitting it might be prevented 
from going to a vote by the arrival of 
6 o'clock. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it was his 
intention to move that the House 
have morning sessions, and that the 
usual evening session would apply on 
Wednesday. : 

Mr. Foster would like the member 
for Labelle to connect himself in his 
motions, in view of the statements he 
had made on Tuesday. (Laughter and 
Government cheers.) 

Mr. Bourassa replied that it was 
open to the member for North To- 
ronto to bring forward a motion ap- 
plying to him. He accepted the sug- 
gested change of date. 

Cars For G. T. Pacific. 

The Minister of Railways stated, in 
reply to Mr. Clements, that orders for 
cars for the G. T. P. had been placed 
and the cars delivered in order that 
preparation might be made for the 
commencement of operations on the 
G. T. P. In the meantime those cars 
which had been delivered were hired 
t> the G. T. R. at a fixed rate per 
diem. 

The Minister of the Interior stated 
in reply to Mr. Lennox, that after 
reading the greater portion of Mr. W. 
T. R. Preston’s letter to The London 
Daily Express with regard to the ag- 
ricultural possibilities of South Africa, 
the Government did not consider any 
action necessary. 

The Minister of Railways introduc- 
ed a bill to confirm the agreement be- 
tween the G. T. P. and GC. N. R. with ! 
regard to a joint terminal at Winni- 
peg. The House went into Committee 
of the Whole to consider the measure, 
which after some discussion, was re- 
ported to the House and now awaits 
third reading. 

The House then went into supply 
and passed several items in the rail- 
way estimates. 

The House adjourned at 6 o'clock to 
resume on Tuesday. April 2nd.

appointment of another Speaker is 
tendered necessary. It is, therefore, 
His Honor’s pleasure that you do 
forthwith choose a fit and proper per- 
son to be your Speaker, and that you 
do present him whom you shall have 
so chosen to His Honor in this House 
to-day for His Honor’s approbation’ 

The Premier then moved, seconded 
by Hon. Mr. Foy, that Mr. Thomas 
Crawford be chosen as Speaker. He 
referred to Mr. Crawiord’s municipal 
and legislative career, and expressed 
the opinion that he would fili with 
acceptance the position to which un- 
doubtedly the House would elect him. 

Hon. Mr. Foy, in speaking to the 
motion, re-echoed the Premier’s words 
as to Mr. Crawford’s fitness. 

Opposition’s Acquiescence. 

“We on this side of the House heart- 
ily acquiesce in the selection of Mr: 
Crawford as Speaker of the Legisla- 
} ture,” said Hon. G. P Graham, lead- 
er of the Opposition. “In his selec- 
tion we have every confidence that 
the good sense which has characteriz- 
ed the rulings of his predecessor will 
be continued during Mr. Crawford’s 
term of office.” 

Mr. Crawford was then declared duly 
elected by the Clerk of the House. 
New Speaker Expresses His Thanks. 

The newly-elected Speaker was then 
escorted into the House by Premier 
Whitney and Hon. J. J. Foy and 
mounting the dais briefly returned 
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LABOR ACT SUCCESSFUL. 


Lord Ayimer’s Retirement — Public 
Works Estimates Go Through. 

Ottawa, April 9.—Hon. Bodolphe 
Lemieux in his capacity as Minister 
of Labor was in a position to make 
the gratifying announcement that the 
new labor disputes bill, which he so 
recently was successful in piloting 
throngh Parliament, had practically 
had the effect of terminating the 
strike of 1,700 men, who had gone out | 
at Springhill, N. 8. The men had re- 
turned to work, and he read a tele- 
gram to the House stating that they 
had done so without raising any ques- 
tion as to the declaration of an open 
shop. With regard to the lockout in 
Alberta, he hoped to be able to make 
an announcement within a shorv 
time. In answer to Col. Sam Hughes, 
Mr. Fielding explained the circum- 
stances in connection with the ap- 
pointment and retirement of Lord 
Aylmer as Inspector General of Mil- 
tia, and pointed out that the order 
in Council appointing Lord Ayl- 
mer for two years was initiated by 
himself, and that that period had not 
only expired, but that a slight exten- 
sion had been granted. The rest of 
the day the House spent in supply, 
dealing with Public Works estimates 
for harbor and river works in Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick and Quebec. 

These were passed to the amount of 
a million and a quarter dollars. 


CANADA’S BOUNDARIES. 


Treaty Drawn Between Great Britain 
and United: States. 

Washington, April 9.—It was offi- 
cially admitted yesterday that a treaty 
had been drafted between the United 
States and Great Britain, providing 
for the appointment of a joint com- 
mission, which will consider all of the 
complex questions connected with the 
water boundaries between Canada and 
the United States. 5 

This will include such questions as 
the disposition of the waters of the 
great lakes; the regulation of the use 
of the water at Niagara Falls for pow- 
er purposes and the whole general 
subject of fisheries regulations, not 
only for the great lakes but for the 
Atlantic and Pacific states. 

The treaty will require the approval 
of the United States Senate to become 
effective, but it is possible that an ar- 
Tangement in the nature of a modus 
vivendi will be reached between Sec- 
Tetary Root and Ambassador Bryce in 
the near future.

Bowmanville, April 8—The Liberal 
convention on Saturday selected Wil- 
liam Rickard, ex-M.P. of Newcasile, 
to be the Liberal candidate in West 
Durham at the next provincial elec- 
tion. 

The other nominations were W- J. 
Bragg, Thomas Baker, E. Clemens, 
and M. A. James.

A Tribute to the Dead. 

Following the reading of the pray- 
ers the Premier addressed the House 
in reference to the late Speaker. De- 
ceased, he declared, had left behind 
him a record as a public man in 
which not only those who were near 
and dear to him could rejoice, but of 
which the public also had reason to 
be proud. It was impossible. the Pre- 
mier declared, for him to find words 
in which to convey anything ap- 
proaching all that he would like to 
say of the late Mr. St. John.

Farmers are clamoring for their 
seeders and harrows. Most of this 
northern implement business is han- 
dled from Regina, where all the big 
houses have warehouses. Unless a 
spell of fine weather comes before the 
spring floods there is every prospect 
that northern traffic will be intermupt- 
ed in the Qu’Appelle Valley until af- 
ter seeding operations. { 


Ottawa Ministers Protest. 

Ottawa, April 6—The Ottawa Min- 
isterial Association yesterday mailed a 
communication to Hon. J. P. Whit 
ney, protesting against the proposed 
legislation restricting the number 
who can oppose the holding of horse 
Taces. 

The Lord’s Day Alliance of Ottawa 
has notified the Attorney-General that 
there are complaints here of men 
working seven days a week nt shunt- 
ing, despatching and other work con- 
nected with railways contrary to the 
Lord’s Day Act. 

Speaker St. John's Condition, 

Toronto, April 6.—Very little change 
was reported in the condition of 
Speaker St. John at the General Hos- 
pital last night. 

The physicians in attendance would 
not say how long this state of semi- 
wealmness would continue, but consid- 
ered that the condition of the patient 
Was very encouraging, and are hoping 
to give out a favorable bulletin to- 
day or Sunday. 

Immigrant Slashes Throat. 

8t. John, N.B., April 6.—Charles 
Minus, an immigrant, made a sensa- 
tional attempt to commit suicide at 
tho immigration sheds yesterday. He 
slashed his throat with a razor, but 
bystanders prevented him doing fur- 
ther injury.

COFFIN WAS EMPTY 


Trick to Deceive Troops, Used 
By Insurgent Peasants. 


FUNERAL WAS ONLY RUSE 


| Wanted to Get Near Their Enemies— 

Marched Up to Muzzles of Govorn- 

ment Rifles—Battle of Belaneshti 
—Desporate Assault on Sol- 
diery—Village Razed by Field 
Guns—Killed and Wounded. 


Bucharest, April 6—The determined 
bravery of the insurgent peasantry, 


trated by a story of the battle of 
Belaneshti, near Craiova, published 
in a local newspaper. The insurgents, 
who numbered ten thousand, armed 
with guns, axes, knives and scythes, 
accompanied by their wives and child- 
ren, mado a desperate attack on a 
body of Roumanian infantry and ar- 
tillery. The latter opened fire, kill- 
ing large numbers of the peasants, 
who, after an unequal combat, re- 
treated to a village, carrying their 
dead and dying. Half an hour later 
a long funeral procession, headed by 
a priest, issued from the village, a | 
coffin being followed by thousands of | 
weeping peasants. As they approach- 
ed the troops the commandant order- 
ed the mourners to halt, but the lat- 
ter pressed on, and were met by a 
volley, which killed or wounded a 
number of them. After further fight- 
ing the remainder of the peasants 
fled, leaving the coffin which, when 
the soldiers examined it, was found | 
to be empty. A few minutes later the 
peasants again attacked the troops, 
meeting the same fate. Artillery was 
then brought into action and the in- 
surgents were summoned {o evacuate 
the village within three hours. The 
peasants utilized the interval to unite 
their forces and delivered a fourth 
desperate assault on the troops, ad- 
xancing in the face of artillery fire 
and “fle volleys and’ getting into hand- 
to-hana’ conflicts with the soldiers. | 
The peassats, however, were defeated 
in the send and the houses of the 
village were razed to the ground. by | 
the fire of the field guns.

GUITED IN AN HOUR 


McGill Engineering Building To- 
tally Destroyed By Fire. 


FIREMEN HAD NO CHANCE 


Fire Burned Itself Out—Only Walls 
Left Standing—Students Lose Valu- 
able Outfits—Heat Was Intense— 
Loss Estimated $600,000—Insur- 
ance Totals $420,000 — Built 
Thirteen Years Ago. 


Montreal, Que., April 6—About four 
o'clock yesterday morning fire’ broke 
out in the Macdonald Engineering 
building of McGill’ University, and, 
in less than an hour this magnificent 
structure was gutted. The damage is 
estimated at $600,000 and is partly 
covered by insurance. No explana 
tion is as yet forthcoming as to the 
origin of the fire, 

About 4.30 a young man noticed the 
flames and rang the fire alarm, others 
in neighboring streets remarked the 
reflection in the sky, and notified the 
authorities. Firemen were on the 


| Scene in a moment, but it was evi- 


dent from the outset that there was 
very slight chance. of saving the 
building, 

Already the flames had got hold 
of the roof and were leaping skyward, 
casting a light that turned early 
morning into day. 

Heat Was Intense. 
__ The heat was intense. The windows 
in the neighboring ‘chemistry build- 
ing were cracked and great waves of 
smoke rolled in all directions. 

Means were immediately taken to 
prevent the spreading of the flames, 
in fact little else remained to be done, 
Before five o'clock ‘the clanging of 
bells and galloping of steeds had col- 
lected a crowd round the buildmg. 
Students came rushing up by hun- 
dreds. The campus and roofs around 
-were crowded. So great was the heat 
that some standing on, the steps of 
the medical building hed to. come 
down. 
: Tower Falls With Crash. 

The stone annex that stretches back 
to University stréet!was saved. Short- 


ly after five o’clock the tower fell® 


with a crash. The wooden’ root quick- 
ly followed ‘suit, and a few moments 
later two explosions occurred caused 
by contact of fire with chemicals. By 
six o’clock fhe flames began to sub- 
side. The fire had almost burned it- 
self out. As the smoke cleared away 
one could see that the roof had gone 
near the northwest, and there was a 
huge gap in the stone wall and the 
Temaining masonry tottered. Tnside 
the place is just a mass of brick and 
smouldering timber. As late as half- 
past nine stonework continued to fall. 
Scientific Instruments Lost. 

The building was supposed to be 
constructed of semi-fire proof material 
and was equipped with hose. With 
the possible exception of the heavier 
instruments on the first floor the scien- 
The 
students number about 400 and: ex- 
aminations were in progress. The ex- 
amination papers were destroyed. 

The full amount of insurance car- 
ried on the building and contents is 
$420,000, which is estimated at be- 
tween 75.and 80 per cent: of the loss. 

Only the walls are standing. The 
fire was never under conirol: till it 
died out. - é 

The stadents had their outfits in 
their lockers, so each ‘student loses 
from $50 to $200. 


FLAMES MAKE HAVOC. 


Gananoque Inn One of Canada's Best 
Known Hotel Destroyed by Fire. 
Gananoque, April 6—The Ganano- 

que Inn, one of the best known sum- 

mer hotels in Canada, was almost com- 
pletely destroyed by fire early yester- 
day morning. Mr. Walsh and family 
had a narrow. escape, all the occu- 
pants being asleep at the time. They

Fire broke out in the second storey 

of the main building, and before the 
firemen had arrived had gained tre- 
mendous headway. The building and 
furniture were valued at $90,000, and 
the loss is almost total, being cover- 
ed only by partial insurance. 

The flames were discovered by the 
daughter of Mr. Andress, who lives 
opposite, and had’ the warning not 
been sounded as soon as it was, there 
would in all probability have been 
a number of fatalities. : 

The Gananoque Inn was a particu- 
larly well built summer hotel, being 
of solid brick, and haying a fire wall 
between the main wing and new north 
wing. 

The main wing walls collapsed soon 
after the fire broke out.

CITIES DESTROYED 


Shaken to Pieces By Earthquake 
In Mexico. 


SHOCKS STILL CONTINUE 


Eleven Known to Be Dead and 27 
Injured—No Authentic Details— 
People Panic-Stricken—Two Vol- 
canoes In Disturbed Region— 
Inhabitants Fleeing to Open 
Country—Fears for Others. 


Chilpacingo, Mex., April 16.—This 
city has been completely destroyed by 
one of the most serious earthquakes 
that has ever visited this section. 

Up to last night the known dead 
number eleven, and the badly injured 
twenty-seven. 

A panic prevails everywhere, and 
people are fleeing to the open country. 
The earth continues to rock at half 
hour intervals, and many minor 
shocks are completing the work of 
destruction of the first earthquake. 

All telegraph communication with 
the outside world ceased shortly after 
11.50 o’clock Sunday night, when the 
first shock was felt. The telegraph 
officers have installed temporary 
quarters in an open square. 

Word has reached here that the 
Town of Chilapa, forty-two kilometers 
to the northeastward, has also been 
destroyed. As yet no details have 
been received as to the number of 
dead and wounded, but it is feared 
the number will be large. 

This city is the capital of the State 
of Guerrero, and four years ago was 
visited by an earthquake which killed 
and wounded many of its inhabitants 
and destroyed a large part of the 
town. The population of the town is 
7,496, and until the panic into which 
the citizens have been thrown abates 
it will be impossible to state accurate- 
ly to what an extent this earthquake 
has decreased it. 

The population of the City of Chila- 
pa is 15,000. 

Third City May Be Gone. 

Midway between the cities of Chil- 
Pancingo and Chilapa is the City of 
Tixtla. This is a prosperous and pro- 
gressive community, and as no werd 
has been received from there it ia 
pared that it also has been destroy- 
ed. 

Judging from the movements of the 
earthquake, Tixtla would be directly 
in its line, and if the city has escap- 
ed it has been only a miracle. 

The nearest big town, Aculpe, is 131 
Idlometers to the southwest of this 
place, and has not been heard from. 

Both the volcanoes of Colima and 
erullo are in this region, and the pe 
ple fear that the seismic disturbances 
may cause these mountains to be- 
come more active. 

The inhabitants hereabouts are 
Imown as “Pintos,” because of the 
spots on their faces. Thay are noted 
for their hardy, warlike spirit, and for 
their stoicism and fanaticism, but tho 
recent catastrophe sccrns to have com- 
pletely unnerved them. 

Americans In Danger. 

The city is located 97 Itilometres 
from the nearest railroad line, and ‘t 
will be impossible for the people to 
flee, except on foot, or on horseback.

This latter assertion was in reply to 
a suggestion that he had compromis- 
ed with the defendant’s counsel on a 
plea of insanity, and would agree to 
send Thaw to Matteawan.

Of course, we don’t know what 
will transpire next week.”

THAW AND HIS COUNSEL. _ 


Delmas No Longer Retained — New 
Defence To Be Insanity. 

New York, April 16.—Interest in’ 
the case of Harry K. Thaw now cen- | 
tres about the probable changes he 
will make in his staff of lawyers. 
While no official announcement has 
been made in this regard, intimations 
have come from the lawyers them- 
selves that changes have been made, 
and that others will follow. Delphin 
M. Delmas, who led the fight at the 
recent trial, has, it is stated, severed 
his connection with the case. In this 
connection a story of the remarkable 
proceeding of Thaw, at a critical per- 
iod of his trial, were published here 
yesterday. 

The story recites that when the trial 
was resumed after the report of the 
lunacy commission, Mr. Delmas call- 
ed Dr. Hamilton to the stand to have 
him testify as to Thaw’s mental con- 
dition when the murder was commit- 
ted. He was just about to question 
when he received a note from Thaw, 
which read: “You are no longer in 
chasge of my case.” 

Thaw Fired Him. 

Delmas, surprised, secured the 
court's permission to confer with his 
‘client, the story states, and when he 
asked Thaw what the note meant, 
Thaw is said to have replied: “It 
means just what it says. You are not 
going to make those men testify that 
I am insane. I am sane, and you 
‘now it. You are no longer in charge 
of my case.” 

Mr. Delmas then asked Thaw for 
permission to withdraw, but his re- 
quest was refused. Delmas, under the 
law, could not voluntarily retire from 
the case, and Thaw, haying told him 
that he (Thaw) was the leading coun- 
sel in his own case, Mr. Delmas ask- 
ed him what he wished done. _ 

“T want you to take Dr. Hamilton 
off the stand and begin to sum up 
for the jury,”’ was the reply. 

Delmas thereupon announced that 
the defendant rested his case, and 
Dr. Hamilton was excused without

| POSTAL RATES REDUCED. 


Two Cents a Pound Instead of Eight 
For Newspapers. 

London, April 16.—The postage on 
newspapers, magazines, and trade 
journals between Great Britain and 
Canada will be reduced to two cents 
per pound May 1, instead of the pres- 
ent charge of cight cents, thus put 
ting Great Britain in a more favor- 
able postal position towards Oanada 
in respect to these classes of publica- 
tions than any other country. 

Tn making the announcement in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Post- 
master-General Buxton said the con- 
cession must not be regarded as a 
precedent for a reduction in other 
classes. It was based on the special 
and peculiar position offered by Can- 
ada, geographical and otherwise, by 
which British newspapers, etc., were 
unable to obtain a footing in Canada,

HOT DEBATE IN THE HOUSE 


Mr, Qampbell Strongly Supports Bill

Sossion—Strike In West. 


Ottawa, April 23.—It was expected 
that tho Hamilton Radial [lectric 
Railway Company’s bill would not be 
permitted to go through without de- 
termined opposition, and expectations 
wore not disappointed. When the bill 
was taken up in the House yesterday 
Mr. A. Campbell, Chairman of the 
Railway Committee, claimed that peo- 
plo living within 100 or 200 miles of 
Toronto should have facilities to be 
run right into the heart of the city. 
Mr, Claude Macdonell vigorously pro- 
tested against the invasion of Pro- 
vincial rights attempted under the 
bill. The Minister of Justice defined 
the legal position of the matter, refer- 
ring to a decision of Mr. Justice 
Street, who had docided that when a 
street railway crossed a Federal rail- 
way it came under the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion Government. That judg- 
ment, said Mr. Aylesworth, was based 
on a section of the railway act of 1888, 
and he had been unable to find any- 
thing in the British North America 
Act under which Federal jurisdiction 
could revert to a Province. 

Did Not Agree. 

The leader of the Opposition did 
not agree with this interpretation of 
the law, holding that Mr. Justice 
Street’s decision meant nothing more 
than that when a street railway cross- 
ed a Federail railroad the crossing 
came under Dominion jurisdiction. 
The interpretation of the Minister of 
Justice came as a surprise to the 
House, and met with vigorous criti- 
cism from the Conservative benches, 
{he debate was afterwards practically 
confined to the Opposition, Mr. Field- 
ing merely interposing to declare that 
the Government were not responsible 
for the bill. For a time it seemed as 
if there would be an all-night session, 
but at 11 o’clock Mr. Fielding moved 
fo report progress, and immediately 
afterwards the adjournment carried. 
The bill may be taken up again on 
Wednesday or Friday, but as on both 
days only an hour, will be reserved 
for private bills, and as there are sev- 
eral other measures on the order pa- 
per, the feeling is that the bill is prac- 
tically killed for the session. 

The Western Coal Mine Trouble. 

Mr. Borden asked if there was any 
fresh news about the coal strike in 
the west. / 

Mr. Lemieux said the latest inform- 
ation he had was a telegram from 
Mr. Sherman, president of the Min- 
ers’ Union. The telegram was in the 
following terms: 

“Am trying to persuade men to ac- 
cept temporary and return to mines 
pending investigation. So far have fail- 
ed and companies will do nothing 
pending return of operators’ presi- 
dent.” 

Mr. Lemieux said the operators’ 
president, Mr. G. G. 8. Lindsey, was 
expected to reach Fernie yesterday, 
and there was at least a strong possi- 
bility of a temporary arrangement 
for the resumption of work immediate- 
ly. Mr. Mackenzie King would reach 
Fernie to-day or to-morrow morning. 

Hopes of Settlement. 

From telegrams from both miners 
and operators it was apparent that 
the arrival of Mr. King was awaited 
with great hopes that his presence 
would bring about a settlemént. He 
had received another telegram on Sat- 
urday from Wckstein, representative 
of miners on the board, and Mr. Par- 
ker, the representative of the opera- 
tors, stating that they had failed to 
agree on a third representative. With- 
in a few hours he (Mr. Lemieux) would 
be in a position to inform the House 
of the appointment of a third repre- 
sentative. 

Mr. W. I. Maclean asked whether 
it was true’ that the ©. P. R. had only 
six days’ coal and that there was a 
danger of them closing down 

Mr. Lemieux said he thought that 
was an exaggerated statement. 

Replying to Mr. McCarthy, Cal- 
gary, Mr. Fielding said it was not 
the intention of the Government to 
bring down this session a bill giving 
land grants to South African veterans. 
Progress was reported, and the House 
adjourned at 11-10 p. m.

Louisville, Ky., April 23.—Rev. 
Carter Helm Jones, pastor of the 
Broadway Baptist Church, and a 
close friend of John D. Rockefeller, 
announced during a mission sermon 
that plans for a forthcoming princely 
gift by Rockefeller are almost com- 
plete. 

“T can say to you,” said Rev. Mr. 
Jones, “that the greatest benefactor 
of the Baptist Church has about com- 
Pleted the arrangements for a gift of 
$50,000,000 for the education of the 
Chinese.”

Port Huron, April 23——Workmen 
at the Grand Trunk “‘block I.’”’ shops, 
who went on strike Thursday for an 
increase of wages, have won.

‘SESSION IS NOW OVER 


Legislature Prorogued By Lieut.- 
Governor On Saturday. 


LADIES GRACE CEREMONY 


Very Few Members Present — Speech 
From Throne Touches Upon Provin- 
cial Rights—Reference Also Made 
to Cobalt Development — Will 
Revise Statutes Next Session— 
Private Legislation Growing. 


Toronto, April 22.—At 2.30 on Sat- 
urday afternoon his Honor Lieut 
Governor Olark formally prorogued 
the Ontario Legislature. 

The ceremony was very simple and 
quiet, being marked by none of the 
pomp or display of the opening. __ 

Only a few members remained in 
the city to see the end, and only a 
i few ladies occupied places on the floor 
of the House. Being Saturday after- 
noon, however, quite a-large number 
of people filled in their leisure by 
iow ine the proceedings from the gal- 
ery. G 5 

His Honor, accompanied by _ his 
aides, Capt. Macdonald ond Lieut. 
Young, was escorted by the Royal 
Canadian Dragoons. As they ap- 
proached the buildings a salute of 15 
guns was fired by “B” Battery of the 
| Royal Canadian Horse Artillery. 

} Makes a Long Speech. 

His Honor’s address was somewhat 
longer than usual. It mentions all the 
important legislation of the session, 
and congratulates the members on the 
careful attention displayed. Cobalt 
district comes in for special mention, 
and his Honor observes with satis- 
faction “the efforts of my Ministers, 
by careful legislation, to aid in the de- 
velopment of these deposits in the in- 
terest alike of the mining prospector, 
the investor and the people.” 

Agriculture and education are men- 
tioned, and statute revision is prom- 
ised for next session. Private legis- 
lation is described as “steadily grow- 
ing,” and a continued increase in the 
growing revenues is anticipated. 

Provincial Rights. 

To the question of provincial rights 
two paragraphs are devoted, as fol- 
lows: 

“Questions of grave character and 
great importance relating to the re- 
spective jurisdictions of the Dominion 
and the province with reference to 
tailway and other corporations have 
come before you. A measure has been 
adopted, namely, an act respecting 
certain railway and other _ corpora- 
tions, which, it is hoped, will serve to 
protect the province from any en- 
croachments upon its jurisdiction. 

“T observe by the terms of the ad- 
dress, which you have presented to 
me, that another grave question has 
arisen, namely, the claim of the Do- 
minion to assume, for military » pur- 
poses, and without compensation, cer- 
tain lands and timber which are the 
property of the province. In pur- 
suance of the terms,of the address, 
my Ministers will take all necessary 
steps to protect the interests of the 
, province in that behalf.” A 

His Honor concluded: “In reliey- 
ing you from your duties, I desire 
again to express my thanks for the 
great public service you have render- 
ed, and join with you in expressing 
hope that the blessing of Almighty 
God will contir< to rest upon our 
country and upon our people.”

What Mr. Fox stated was that bill 
holderg of a closed bank were pro- 
‘tected by the other chartered banks. 
The Bayk Act provides ‘that cach 
chartered bank shall deposit with Re- 
oviver-General of Canada” five per 
cont. of ita paid up cap.tal stock for 
‘the protection of holders of ‘bank 
bills of any failed bank. The bills 
are ‘the first lien on the assets of a 
bank; amd ithe above fund will be 
repaid any amount paid out! ‘before 
the other creditors of the bam re- 
vive anythinjz, but if the assets of 
a failed fbank, including ‘the share- 
holders’ double liability, were insuf- 
ficient jto meet the demands of bill 
holders, the fund “wonld have “to 
meet ithe loss, and the remaining, 
‘banks would have ito brinjz ip up to 
‘the required standard in proportion 
‘to [their paid up capital. 

Depositors have no prefereace over 
other creditors, as I understand it. 
Tho deposits in the Canadian chart- 
ered banks on Dee. 3ist, 1906, were 
vory nearly $670,000,000 ; if the banks 
were responsible for ithe deposits of 
each other it would be likely to lead 
to reckless bankinjz, and leave banks 
who conduct ‘their business along 
lezitimatte lines at the meroy of men 
who are reckless in dispensiniz of 
tthe bank’s money. If our farmers 
were only more suspicious of 
mien who at intervals coms around 
and induce them’ ito take their de- 
posits out of places where they are 
safo, and put them into somethinz 
_of which they know absolutely moth- 
\inz, I thimk they would have less 
Tezrets and more mony.
